MARINE CORPS TO.
60 WITH PERSHING

ALL THREE ARMB OF AMERICAN
FIGHTING FORCES TO THE
FIRING LINE,

IPPRONIMATELY 40,000 MEN

American Destroyers Already Combat
Ing U-Boat—Making Preparations
For a Military Census. New Forces
to be Called.

Washington.—All three arms of

America's fighting forces, the army,
navy and marine corps, soon will he
represented in the war zones,
Whh American destroyers already
combating the U-boat menace in Eu
ropean walers, and army regulars cor:
centraling to carry the flog to the bat
tle lines in Belgium and France, &
regiment of marines was designatad
today to join the expeditionary force
and round out the pation's representa-
tlon in the fleld.

The marines will be attached to
the army divielon under General
Pershnig, which Is under orders tc
proceed abroad as soon as practicable
Although detalls are not being mada
public, it was calcclated that with the
marine regiment, the total American
fores now designated for land service
in Europe ia close to 40,000. An army
divislon at war strength comprises
sbout 25,000 men, and upwards of 13,
000 are expected to be in the nine
volunteer regiments of enginears now
being recruited. The forestry regi
ment and the marine regiment each
wil number more than 1,000, The
strength of the naval force in Euro
pean waters has not been revealed.

General Pershing and his staff will
sall for Europe ahead of the troops,
as there s much to be done on the
other aide to pave the way for final
training of the force and for the huge
army the United States is praparing
to pour across the seas after it as
rapidly as men can be trained and
equipped. For obvious reasons, no in.
formation as to the time of the Ameri-
oan commander’s departure or his
destination will be made public.

In all parts of the country stata
officials redoubled their efforta at re-
cruiting the National Quard to  war
strength, Authorization reached them
almost simultancously with the sign:
ing of the army Mil. The war de-
partment unfolded new elements of
its plans for the guard, disclosing the
dapartments In which each division
will be tralned.

BRITISBH SUFFER IN NAVAL
BATTLE IN THE ADRIATIC

Crulser Damaged and Fourtesn Drife
ers Are Sunk.

London.—The British admiralty an-.
nounced that 14 drifters had been sunk
n & raid by Austrian lght crulsers in
the Adriatic Sea and that the Britlsh
Ughl crulser Dartmouth was tor
pedoed In a subsequent engagement
with the Austrian warships, but reach-
ed port safely.

The text of the statement reads:

“The edmiralty announces that
from reports recelved from the rear
admiral commanding the Adriatie
squadron, supplemented by the Mal-
lan officfal communication, t ap
pears thet early Tueaday morning an
Austrian force oconsisting of light
crulsers, subsequently reinforced by
destroyers, raided the Allied drifter

The reports on forest. fires dur-
ing 1916 for the various town-

ships of Watauga county have||

recently been received and com-
piled by the State korester,

‘I'wenty correspondents replied
from 10 townships, »no reported
17 fires which burned over 1,627
acres. 1t is estimated that 115,.
000 feet of merchantable timber
were destroyed, valued at $545;
that 560 acres of young growth
were burned over, valued at $1,.
040, Other products and im-
provements destroyed by thesa
fires, such as cordwood, lumber,
fences, barng, ete,, amounted to
$10,525. The total estimated
losg reported from these fires was
$12,315. 1t is estimated that
$205 was spent in an effort to
extiuguish these fires,

A study of the causes of these
fires show that 7 were set by
burning brush, 8 by hunters, 2
by lumbering camps, 3 were of
unknown onigin, and 2 not speci-
fled.

The people of Watauga county
cannot be indifferent to such lors
e, especially when those best in-
formed upon the matter claim
that most of these fires could
have been prevented by proper
Mmeasures,

When it is realized that one of
the State's chief assets is her for-
ests and that many of her prin-
cipal industries are dependent
upon the products of_the forests,
The jeopardizing not only of our
present timber supply but also
ot our future supplies becomes a
very serious matter. The estab.
lishment of an effective system o'
forest fire patrol by the Stats
would do much toward elimina-
ting the waste, and, in view ol
the fact that fires do not recog.
nize county or township lines,
siich a system should be under
State supervision. v is hoped
that the people of Watauga coun
ty will become aroused to thi
situation and see to it that their
Representatives in the next Leg.
islature are alive to the impor.
tance of this question,

AIRCRAFT POLICY IS
FORMALLY ANNOUNCED.

Washington. — Formal announce.
ment of the Government's policy a8 to
all types of aircruft except Zeppelina
was mads by the Council of Natlonal
Dafense through Howard E. Coffin,
member of the council's advisory com-
mission and head of the aircraft pro-
duction board, recently created.

The object almed at for the first
year, according to Mr. Coffin, Is the
production of & minimum of 3800
tralning and battle aaroplanes; the
education of from 5,000 to 6,000 avia-
tora and the doubling or mora of the
producing capacity during the second
yoar,

Other plans Include the eatablish-
ment of nine aviation training flelds,
thres of which already have been
nelected by the War Department and
construction work on which will be-
gin at once. Hach will provide for
two aero squadrons of 150 men each
and have hangars and shop squip-
ment for 72 machines. It will cost
approximately $1,000,000 to equip
each fleld. BSix American colleges are
to glve cadet courees by July 1. The
first classes opened May 10 and Prof.
Hiram Bingham, of Yale Unliversity,
s assigned at the War Department In
charge of this instruction.

SEVENTY FINE BLOCKS BURN

Estimates on Loss Vary Between Two
and Three Million Dollars.—8oldlers
Guard Stricken Section~Dynamits

! Won Fight.

Allanta, Ga, — Fire that swept
through a large section of Atlanta
from Decatur street north and north
eaal, cutting a clean swath of vary
ing widths, finally was brought under
control just before it reached the At
lanta baseball park.

The eity Is virtually under martinl
law awdministered by hundreds of sol
diors who have been training at Fost
McPherson or National Guardsmen in
camp here acting under the direction
of Col. Charles R, Noyes, U. 8. A., who
officially s under the guidance of the
Chief of Pollce.

Thousands of homeless persons
ware being fed and housed in the
Auditorlum Armory, the Negro Odd
Fellows' hall and in hundreda of prl
vate homes, The most of them saved
only what they could carry, as house-
hold goods plled In the streets in ad-
vance of the flames were davoured In
the rush of the conflagration.

For six hours dynamite was resort-
ad to and it finally won the fight. Fire
fighting apparatus sent from other
cities was of some aid and will be of
more as acre alter acre of amoldering
ruins await water to make them safe.

Only one death has been reported.
Mrs. Hodges died of shock after her
home burned. Sixty Injured persons
wene taken to hospitals, but it was re-
ported none was seriously hurt.

Approximately 76 blocks were de-
vastated, but the area cannot be cor
rectly estimated by blocks as after the
fight at Ponce de Leon ' avenues the
finmos gkirted that thoroughfare on
the south side of the street for some
distance,

Oficials would not hazard a guess
at the monetary loss, The destroyed
bulldings ranged all the way from
shacks occupled by negroes to homes
up to $6,000 or $8,000. Some estimates
were hetween $2,000.000 or $3,000,000,
but they . were neither from authori-
tiva sources nor hased on calculations
to give them welght.

The blaze started In the Skinner
Storage and Warehouse Plant' near
Decatur street, just east of Fort street,
from & cavse not delermined. It
quickly spread to the small houses
nearhy which were dry from lack of
rain and driven by & high wind, start.
od to rapidly eat Its way north and
northeastward.

GOVERNMENT REGULATION
OF THE COAL INDUSTRY

Proposed to Congress By Federal
Trade Commisalon,

Washington—CGovernment rogulation
of the coal industry, Including the fix:
ing of prices, was proposed by the
Federal Trade Commission In a report
to Congress charging producers and
bhrokers with axacting exorbitant prof-
its, and blaming the present coal
shortage at consumption points on in-
adequate transportation facilities.

“The price of bituminous coal,
which ls & necessity, should be flxed,”
#ald the report, according to the. fame
general principle which has bean es-
tablished in the conduct of publle utll-
itles, At & Ume Ilke the present, ex-
cesslve profits should not he permitted
to be exiorted from the publle by pro-
ducers and distributore of any prime
necessity of life.”

In line with the Trade Commission's
slatements concemning tranaportation,
the supreme court handed down a de.
cislon upholding the power of the In-
terstate Commerce Commission to
compel rallroads to furnish a reason:
ably adequate soply of ocoal cars
to handle normal and seasonable de-
mands for interstate commerce origi-
nating at mines along their lines, and
to award reparation to shippers for
faflure to supply cars.

SHARP CONTEST IN HOUSE
